Romans Ate 


Cabbage To Avoid 
Hang-Over 


For 4,000 years, man 
has been raising and eat- 
ing cabbages, 

First, it was the loose- 
leafed kind which grew near 


the shores of the Medit- 
erranean, This plant 
seemed to be such a mi- 


racle of freshness that Eg- 
yptians worshipped it as 
One of their many gods. 
They raised altars to cab- 
bage and ate the leafy ve- 
getable as the first dish 
in ceremonial meals, 

Centuries later, boththe 
Greeks and Romans ate 
Cabbage before going to 
a banquet where wine would 
be served, Cabbage, they 
thought, prevented tipsi- 
ness, , 

Cato, the Roman states-~ 
man of the first century 
B.C, , Was probably the 
first teacher of nutrition 
because he wrote about 
cabbage as a restorer and 
preserver of health, To- 
day, we know that Cato, 
was right. Cabbage ranks 
high in vitamin © and other 
vitamins and minerals, And 
it’s a budget-priced veget- 


able at the market, too, 
A retail store owner 
wired a manufacturer for

Moles Raise Havoc 


On Lawns, 


Moles are driving many 
Alabama homeowners and 
gardeners’ slightly batty 
this summer. 

The tiny burrowers us- 
ually don’t cause much da- 
mage to the bulbs and roots 
of plants themselves, but 
their tunnels can under- 
mine the foundations of both 
lawns and gardens, 

Moles eat mostly in- 
sects and worms. That’s 
why they're so pesky arounc 
the home, They tunnel thro 
lawns, gardens and flower 
beds because these areas 
are great producers of food 
for moles, 

Earl F. Kennamer, of 
the Auburn University Ex- 
tension Service, a wildlife 
specialist, says that poison 
bait is impractical if it 
is used directly against 
moles. ‘“‘However,’’ he 
adds, “‘moles can be han- 
dled by an indirect poison- 
ing method. Probably the 
most effective way to get 
rid of them is to knock 
out their food supply.’’ 

If you have problems 
with moles, here’s Kenn- 
amer’s suggestion; ‘‘Appl 
dieldrin at the rate of about 
two ouncessfor every 1,000 
square feet. Using this 
ratio, you can treat 1,000 
square feet of lawn or gar- 
den surface with four oun- 
ces of 50 per cent wet- 
table powder or any other 
sutballe combination, In 
any event, dieldrin destroy 
mole food in the soil for 
as long as two years. 


“But remember, that 
dieldrin destroys and is 
very poisonous and must 
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an 
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Gardens 


be handled with care,’’ 
utions Kennamer, “Al- 
Ways wet or wash the tox- 
icant into the ground after 
applying it, and keep live- 
stock, pets, and children 
away from the area until 
the treatment is finished. 
Be sure to follow the di- 
rections of the container, 
too,” 

Trapping is another way 
to control moles, says Ken- 
namer. ‘‘Two traps of eit- 
her the scissor, harpoon 
or choker type will keep 
moles away from most 
homes. However, trapping 
moles takes plenty of pat- 
ience, Most people pre- 
fer the dieldrin method.”

Tiny louse-like insects, 
sometimes winged, which

Small, usually red 
spider-like insects which 
assault most garden veget- 
ables, They cause tiny yel- 
lowish specks on the lea- 
ves, and leave stunted plant 
and fruits, These are Spi- 
der Mites, 

Mexican Bean Beetles- 
Dull brown beetles with 16 
black spots on their back. 
Attacking all varieties of 
beans and peas, they teed 
fon the leaves and pods, 


‘Tiny Spider 
Mites Cause 
Big Trouble 


Vegetable garden plants 
as well as flowers and 
roses, are being attacked 
in increasing numbers by 
Spider mites, 

This insect is so small 
that in most cases a mag- 
nifying glass must be used 
to see it. Often there wil] 
be 10 to 100 spider mites 
a leaf and they wil! go un- 
noticed Unless one is fam-

Alabama’s Troops 


In Pickett’s

One hundred years ago 
this week, at his headqua- 
rters at Bunker Hill,Va., 
Brig. General C.M, Wilcox 
commanding the Alabama 
brigade consisting of the 
8th, 9th, 10th, lth and 14th 
Alabama Regiments, wrote 
his report of the brigade’s 
actions during Pickett’s 
Charge at the Battle of 
Gettysburg, 

The charge ,aclimactic 
attack against the center 
of the fortified Union Line, 
had occurred on the third 
day of pattle, July 3, Wil- 
cox entered the attack that 
day with about 1,200 men 


who “‘had had nothing to | 


€at since the morning of 
the 2nd, and had confron- 
ted and endured the dan- 
gers and fatigues of that 
day.”’ 

Since they had taken part 
in the heavy fighting the 
day before, Wilcox’s men 
were placed in the second 
cY supporting line of the 
charge. Alabama troops in 


the center of the first line 
were commanded by Col- 
onel Birkett Davenport 
Fry. Shortly after the ad- 
vance of the front line, 
Wilcox was given ordersto 
advance to support Pic- 
kett’s division, 

In his report, Wilcox 
writes, ‘‘As they (his men) 
came in view on the turn- 
pike, all of the enemy’s 
terrible artillery that could 
bear on them was con- 
centrated upon them from 
both flanks and directly 
in front.... more than on 
the evening previous,’’ 

After he was unsuccess- 
ful in a search for art- 
illery to support his bri- 
ade, he reported that - 
‘seeing none of the troops 
that I was ordered to sup- 
port, and knowing that my 
small force could do no- 
thing save to make a use- 
less sacrifice of themsel- 
ves, I ordered them back.,”’ 

He lost 204 men killed, 
wounded or missing in the 
day’s battle, 

Even as Wilcox’s Ala- 
bama brigade and the Ala- 
bama troops under Col- 
Onel Birkett D, Fry, along 
with others, were being 
cut to pieces in Pickett’s 
Charge,‘‘the high tide of 
the Confederacy had been 
reached and then began to 
recede,”’

In order for 
clot, a material 
thromboplastin must be 
formed, From earlier ex- 
periments, researchers 
know that thoromboplastin 
prepared from human blood 
elements contains cholest- 
erol, How it gets there 
and what part it plays in 
the, clotting process remain; 
unknown, 

In the current study,a 
material called radioact- 
ive Carbon-l4 is being 
injected into the veins of 
laboratory animals. The 
substance tags to choles- 
terol and enables the lab- 
oratory workers to trace 
its activity through a chem- 
ical analysis of blood sam- 


blood to 


ples drawn from the 
animal, 

Cholesterol is known to 
be a part of the three 


blood components, plasma, 
blood components, plasma, 
serum and platelets. It 
may be a part of the spe- 
cific coagulation factors 
found in one or all three 
of them, Dr. Bentley, ex- 
plained.. 

In the radioactive Car- 
bon-l4 is tagped to blood 
serum, for instance, and 
subsequent analysis of fat 
extracted from the throm- 
hoplastin-- shows—radioact= 
ivity, the fat in the throm~ 
boplastin may be presumed 
to have come from the 
serum, he added, 

Identifying the source of 
fat in theclotting substance 
may point the way to new 
procedures fortreating and 
preventing thrombus for 
nations, hesaid. 

It is possible, Bentley 
pointed out, that lowering 
the level of cholesterol in 
blood plasma has no effect 
whatever on clot formation 
as it may be the plate- 


lets which contribute the 
material involved.
